The water department has not yet 


discovered the cause of the leak at the 
filtration plant and. while- a number of 
tests have been made, they can only 
say that 500,000 gallons of water are 
being lost from the sand niters. A va- 
riety of causes have been assigned but 
nothing definite lias been learned as to 
the true cause. 
One will give as an 


opinion that the sand foundation sup 
porting the filters has given way. An 
other inclines to the opinion that some 
portion of the cement bottoms of the 
sand niters has cracked while another 
almost convinces you that the collect- 
ing pipes have gone bad. 


Frank H. Barbour. consulting engi- 


neer for the filtration plant, has made 
isolation tests, to prove that the water 
was not leaving the gallaries by means 
of the gates., and he proved it but he 
didn't-find out where the leak is. He 
will como to Lowell Monday to make 
some more tests.

Under the circumstances it

lic. Some form of federal wage com- 
mission might make for a permanent 
settlement and do away with the year- 
ly bogey of a strike that may cripple 
the country.

WASHINGTON', D. C., May 13.— In 


connection with the news 
that 


United States and Denmark 
are 


ported to be approaching an 
agree- 


ment on terms for the purchase of the 
Danish West Indies, the National Geo- 
graphical sociely, from iti Washington 
headquarters, has issued the following 
bulletin: — 


"If the United States and Denmark 


strike a bargain and tho three islands 
which comprise the Danish West In- 
dies are transferred to the former, the 
sale will mark the culmination of a 
bit of bartering which began nearly 
fifty years ago. when the 
American 


government offered $7.500,000 for the 
13S square miles of territory in 
tha 


Antilles, a sum exceeding by. 5300,000 
the price paid to Russia in the same 
year USfi7) for the vast, rich territory 
of 
Alaska, comprising an area more 


tb:in four thousand times 
as 
large. 


The sale was not consummated, be- 
cause the United States senate failed 
to ratify Ihe treaty. Fourteen 
years 


ago negotiations were renewed and a 
price, of 55.000,000 was agreed 
upon.

.CIVIL SERVICE EXTENSION 
Governor McCall In his Inaugural 


address laid special emphasis on the 
need for civil service reform In Massa- 
chusetts and the legislature is about 
lo pass on house bill 2!2S, which is 
said lo be for (he "extension and im- 
provement of the merit .system." 
If 


this bill Is not made a political weapon 
or availed- of for partisan 
purposes, 


there Is nothing in it that cannot be 
supported by all persons and parties 
who really desire to improve the char- 
acter of the public service and to make 
personal fitness rather than political 
affiliation the determining factor in 
selecting persons for 
the 
classified 


service. One of the first provisions, of 
the bill gives the civil service commis- 
sion power to "investigate the conduct 
and efficiency of any person in the 
classified service and to recommend 
his removal or make any other fitting 
recommendation." 
but 
this 
power 


should bs availed of prudently, justly 
and sparingly, otherwise all the other 
provisions shall avail little. In 
the 


past the high Ideal of the civil service 
has been used to cover very low mo- 
tives, and any tampering 
with the 


civil 'service for political purposes, by 
any party, will awaken a 
swift 
re- 


action. 


Assuming that the bill is designed 


in all sincerity—and there is nothing 
to make one think otherwise as yet— 
It would prove beneficial to the public 
service of the commonwealth, it would 
raise the standard of the 
personnel 


and H would make for fairness in ap- 
pointments. A follow-up 
system 
is 


provided for whereby standards of effi- 
ciency may be maintained after en- 
trance to the service; work and sala- 
ries would be standardized 
FO 
that 


those doing the same work may re- 
ceive the same pay; 
inefficient 
em- 


ployes wouid be unable to claim im- 
munity and efficient employes would 
ha' given an incentive to effort; exam- 
inations would be made more in ac- 
cordance with the needs of the posi- 
tions 
and ' promotion 
examinations 


would be standardized. 


The bill also provides for the exten- 


sion of the civil service law to county 
positions with the exception of deputy 
sheriffs and keepers of jails, the jus- 
tices of'the court and all officers and 
employes appointed by them or whose 
appointment is subject to confirma- 
tion by them. The civil service law 
has been extended to the 17 largest 
counties in New York, to 5 counties in 
New Jersey and to counties in Califor- 
nia: and the middle west. 


Ah ambitious section of

posed law would even place the heads 


ing in the eyes of the world. But the 
Contrast is too glaring.

It is no slight 
responsibility that rests on the rail- 
road managers and employes and it 
is to he hoped they will live up to 
the expectations of the great majority.

ISLANDS 
OF 
VIRGIN 
GROUP 


FROM DENMARK 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.—In 


connection with the news 
that 
the 


United States and Denmark 
are re- 


ported to be approaching an 
agree- 


ment on terms for the purchase of the 
Danish West Indies, the National Geo- 
graphical society, from its Washington 
headquarters, has issued the following" 
bulletin: — 


"If the United States and Denmark 


strike a bargain and tile three islands 
which comprise the Danish West In- 
dies are transferred to the former, the 
sale will mark the culmination of a 
bit of bartering which began nearly 
titty years ago. when the 
American 


government offered $7,500,000 for the 
138 square miles of territory in 
the 


Antilles, a sum exceeding by $300,000 
the price paid lo Russia in the same 
year (1S67) for the vast, rich territory 
of 
Alaska, comprising an area more 


than four • thousand times 
as 
large. 


The sale was not consumtnated. be- 
cause tho United States senate failed 
to ralify Ihe treaty. Fourteen 
years 


ago negotiations were renewed and 
price of $5,000,000 was agreed 
upon, 


but this time the Danish parliament 
refused to sanction the sale, although 
the islands had been governed al a 
loss to the mother country for many 
years in fact ever since slavery was 
abolished in 1S4S. thereby rmU>"S an 
end to the profitable operation of the 
sugar plantations.

Governor McCall in his inaugural; 


address laid special emphasis on the; 
need for civil service reform in -Massa- • 
chusetts and the legislature is about: 
(0 pass on house bill 2128, which is 
said to be for the "extension and im- 
provement of the merit system." 
If 


this bill is not made a. political weapon 
or availed of for partisan purposes, 
there Is nothing in it ^that cannot he 
supported \>y all persons and parties 
who really desire to improve the char- 
acter of the public service and to make 
personal ninths rather than political 
affiliation the determining factor in 
selecting persons for 
the 
classified 


cervice. One of th« first provisions of 
the bill gives the civil service commis- 
sion power to "investigate the conduct 
and efficiency of any person in the 
classified service and to recommend 
his removal or make any other fitting 
recommendation," 
but

power 


should be availed of prudently, justly 
and sparingly, otherwise all the other 
provisions shall avail little. In

past the .high ideal of the civil service

STRIKES ON RAILROADS 


The wage controversy that is 
be- 


:oming an annual feature- of the rail- 
vay situation in this country is com- 
ng to a head, and though no serious 
rouble Is anticipated the movement 
iffecls every trainman in the United 
States and it may possibly affect the 
general public. If there Is any disor- 
;anization or if there is 
any large 


ncrease in wages, it is the public that 
rmst ultimately pay, and yet the pub- 
ic has no part in the deliberations. 


That there,wilt be a fair settlement 


s the hope of the country, but there 
s a growing conviction 
that 
there 


must be no strike that would destroy 
the prosperity of the country tempor- 
arily and bring Incalculable loss and 
suffering. If, by any misunderstand- 
ng or lack of unanimity a 
general 


strike should be declared, one can eas- 
ily visualize the miles of idle cars, 
the perishable foods rotting along the 
tracks, the stationary trains, the par- 
alyzed industries, the milk and food 
shortage and all the other evils lhat 
would speedily follow. It is no slight 
responsibility that rests on the rail- 
road managers and employes and it 


to be hoped they will live up to 


the expectations of the great majority. 


That a strike will come is unthinka- 


ble, and yet neither party to the con- 
troversy is satisfied with present ar- 
rangements. The railroads say that 
the unions make annual demands 
which they are unabls to meet, and 
the men say that they must hava their 
rights, no matter how the roads may 
meet expenses. 


Under the circumstances it 
would 


seem that a widespread Investigalion 
of the entire situation is 
desirable, 


under a board made up of representa- 
tives of the railroads, the 
trainmen, 


the government and the genera! pub- 
lic. Some form of federal wage com- 
mission might make for a permanent 
settlement and do away with the year- 
s' bogey of a strike that may cripple 
he country. It is not strange that 
he circle of those who argue for gov- 
ernment ownership Is growing larger,

would show greater mercy by taking 
their dogs to the gas box than by treat- 
ing them as they do. The lesson of the 
Ancient Mariner that "he prayeth best 
who loveth best all things both great 
and small" ought to be learned by all 
who own animals, and where it is dis- 
regarded, the law should step In.

An act entitled "an act relative' to 


,he granting of.locations for poles and 
wires for the transmission of electrlc- 
ty," approved a few days ago, is of 
special Interest here inasmuch as there 
las been more or less controversy.over 
wire attachments and poje locations. 
The act as approved May 2 Is an 
amendment to the acts of 1911 and is 
ntended to secure greater protection 
for cities and towns. But it will prob- 
ably provo satisfactory to the public 
service corporations as counsel for one 
of them admitted at a hearing--held 
at city hall several .months ago that 
the act then In operation was ambigu- 
ous. 


The act, as amended, reads as fol- 


lows: 


"After the erection or construction 


of such line the mayor and aldermen 
or selectmen, mav, after giving tie 
company or Us agents an opportunity 
to be heard, or upon petition of th? 
company without notice or hearing-, by 
order permit an increase in the-num- 
ber of wires or cables, and direct an 
alteration in the location of the pole?, 
piers, abutments or conduits or in the 
height of the wires or cables. The ml}-" 
or and aldermen or selectmen, may, 
upon petition in writing by two or 
more companies subject to the provi- 
sions of this chapter, and having loca- 
tions in any of the streets of such city 
or town, without notice or hearing, by 
order authorize any such company to 
attach its wires and fixtures to exist- 
ing poles, piers or abutments of either 
or any of the other petitioners, or 
to maintain its wires or cables In th3 
conduits of either or'any o( said oth- 
er petitioners, or by. order grant to 
said companies joint or identical loca- 
tions for the maintenance o£ said:ex» 
istlns poles, piers, abutments or .con- 
duits, to be used in common by them. 
The mayor and aldermen or selectmen 
may, upon petition In writing by two 
or more companies subject to. tha pro- 
visions of this chapter, and after no- 
tice to abutting landowners and a hear- 
ing as hereinbefore provided, by order 
grant to said companies Joint or Iden- 
tical locations tor tha erection or con- 
struction of poles, piers, abutments or 
conduits to be owned and used In com- 
mon by them.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.— In 


connection with the news 
that 
tha 


United States and Denmark 
are re- 


ported to be approaching an 
agree- 


ment on terms for the purchase of the 
Danish West Indies, the National Geo- 
graphical society, from its Washington 
headquarters, has issued the following 
bulletin: — 


"If the United States and Denmark 


strike a bargain and the three islands 
which comprise the Danish West In- 
dies are transferred to the former, the 
sale will mark the culmination of a 
bit of bartering which began nearly 
fifty years ago, when the 
American 


government offered $7,500,000 for the 
13S square miles of territory in 
the 


Antilles, a sum exceeding by J300.600 
the price paid to Russia in the same 
year (1S67) for the vast, rich territory 
of 
Alaska, comprising an area more 


than four thousand times as 
large. 


The sale was not consummated, be- 
cause the United States senate failed 
to ratify the treaty. Fourteen years 
ago negotiations were renewed and a 
price of 15,000,000 -was agreed 
upon. 


but this time the Danish parliament 
refused to sanction the sale, although 
the islands had been governed at a 
loss to the mother country for many
